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IN 1897 the bicycle gnlnrd such 
popularity that It became n prin- 
cipal form of recreation. Thousands

'—a strengthening which has never been more evident 
than it is now, with 1934 opening.

THE TAXATION MENACE 
"Unless taxation is reduced, it cannot be very long 
before private property is destroyed entirely," said 
.Dr. Milbank Johnson of the California Taxpayers' Asso- 
.ciation. 

That is a thought which has been engaging a 
great many minds of Utc. Excessive taxation has 



closed factories and caused the loss of jobs. It causes 
people to loic their homes. In som* state^a large per- 
centage of the farm land has been taken over by goy- 
ernmerit for unpaid taxes — in others taxes arc years in 
arrean. 

Bud^t Director lewis Johnson has pointed out! 
that the United States Treasury will sustain another 
great deficit at the end of the 1934 fiscal year, and that 
additional appropriations can be met only by increased 
taxes. State tax mtcs are far above any normal figure. 
Many county and municipal governments are en the 
verge of bankruptcy, with tax rates established which 
local citizens arc unable to pay. 

The American people face no greater issue than 
taxation. Economical government means progress, 
iobs. good wages. Wasteful or overiy developed gov- 
ernment means continued depression, more unemploy- 
ment, more distress.

SILVER AS MONEY 
The Administration's recent remonetization of 
silver is a definite step toward solving problems that 
have been talked about for generations.' It mean's irti- 
mediate benefits to workers, investors and the public. 
This is especially true of the West, where American sd- 
ver mines are located. The mining depression in many 
states has been more severe than the general depression. 
Thousands of jobs have been lost, a vast amount of pur- 
chasing power has disappeared, and one of the most im- 
portant sources of governmental revenue has dried up. 
Revival of silver will help this condition. 

As for the economic side of the move and its influ- 
ence on monetary matters, only experience can supply 
the answer. But it has long been the opinion of many 
able economists and industrial leaders that, in this com- 
plicated modern world, gold is not enough. Proof of 
this is in the fact that cheap silver his destroyed the 
' purchasing power of half the woHd's population, and 
has come close to destroying foreign trade. 

The move, it is believed, will be followed by 
action in other countries. It is a great experiment, 
with almost limitless possibilities for achievement.

Today the Mo- 
torcycle Bureau maintains a per- 

While the primary duty of the 
Bureau Is to operate against speed- 
ers, reckless drivers and violators 
ot traffic regulations, the nature of 
Its motor 'etiulpm^nt, with a sp^ed 
of from eighty to ninety miles an 
hour, provides a mobllo.pollce unit 
which makes possible its coaver> 
slon to.pracUcally all requirements 
of police service. A complete mobU- 
ixation ot our 400 police liden may 
be effected within the houn At the 
time of. the attempted Jail break at 
the Tombs Frisoni Motorcycle 
Squad No. 1 arrived .there/. a dis- 
tance of about six miles through 



congested streets, In seven minutes. 

All uriiiorcd sidecar unit Is main- 
tnliuiil .iiid la much In evidence In 
the llimnclal and bualnesa sections. 
Thitt unit has etTectcd cooperation 
with tho Dotectlve Division in pa 
trolling sections of the city fre- 
quented by gangsters and other 
criminals. The men are armed with 
Ahotguns aiid protected by armor \ 
plate and bljllot-proof glass. The 
moral effect of this unit is self-evi- 
dent. Another unit la charged. with

Ulclea to determine their fltneas. 
More than ten thousand such In-

A motorcycio policeman's Job re- 
quires a departure from other lines 
of police endeavor. His main con* 
tact Is with the motoring public* 
who, after all, are not engaged In 
the commlsalon of actual crimes 
Often the offender Is guilty of dmis 
slon rather than commission. It hai. 
often been observed that the Indi- 
vidual who Is ordinarily mild man- 
nered and courteous sometimes suf- 
fers a change of disposition whec 
he sits behind a steering wheel.

Material to" Lay Eggs 

White, yolk, shell,— that seems to be 
about all tliero Is to an egg. But the 
Job of building, of putting togetlicr la 
not 80 simple. It Is stiirtcd by nature 
but belpod or hindered by man, states 
Mr. E. B, Powell of the Research Di- 
vision of Purina Mills, Oray Summit, 
Missouri. 

Take tho yolks. They are In tho 
chick tlie day It la hatched. Tlmt Is 
the way breeding Axes a lien's life- 
time laying ability. , 

Brfm^illyjpejiklnK, egfj yolks are do- 
m^^A'^pea ■fronr8Vratch'T:(rtrurf'''^'n. 

Scratch feed nione contains '■. vnu 
whlte-maklng nmterlal. But, eggs can't 
bo turned out containing yolks alone. 
A hen can't lay hair an egg. The fills- 
sourl state poultry experiment station 
says that hens fed grains alone In^an"^ 
average of only Ave egga a month. 
The Texas experiment station says, 
"ActunI feeding trials have shown that 
tho best of hens cannyt eat enough 
grain to produce more tlmn 80. eggs 
a year. The common grains contain 
more fnt producing olomfinls-but hot" 
enough of the principal cgg-formlng 
element called protein for moat eco- 
nomrcnl production." 

It takes 14 days for a hen to develop 
.yolka to full slzu but only one day to 
'develop white and shell. That Is why 
you find a cluster of yolks of varying 
sizes In a hen but no wliltea or shells 
The hen must build the white and shell' 
each day. . 

The laying mash for the most part 
makes the whites. There Is some yolk 
making material In tho mash feed but, 



fundamentally, maab Is the part of tlie 
ration that makes the whites. The 
ben cannot atore Bun>lua white-making 
moterlal in her body and draw on It 
later as she can the yolk-maklng ma- 
terial. She must get It day by day. 

And when ahe doca receive ample 
white-making material, what a differ- 
ence It mnkca In the rate the hen puts 
tlio finished eggs togetherl The Mis- 
souri experiment station shows that 
hens fed a laying mash with scratch 
feed laid an avcrace of 17.8 eggs per 
hen per month. That Is 12^ more 
eggs per hen [icr month than those fed 
grain alone. At the Oklahoma experi- 
ment station, hens fed on a balanced 
^f^tlon of maah ond grain laid over 

thr*^'"tlra^2?^,¥^»i"B^ 
fall and winter months when'^e^Jifu- 
are highest ns an equal number of 
hens fed on grain alone. The hens 
fed on nmsli and grain also laid larger 
eggs, and their hatchablllty waa In- 
creased. 

• Fourteen daya to make yolks, but 
only one day for whites. A reserve 
stored In tlio body for yolks, but no 
reserve for whites. Every day, the 
hen must get tho white-making ma- 
terial, mostly from the mnaU. No

FINDING WHICH 
COW MAKES MONEY 

In .practically every dairy herd are 
cowa ,whlch are money makers and 
others which are money eatera. Find- 
ing out In which class each cow be- 
longs la one of the.first steps toward 
making the herd pay. Otherwise the 
poor cowa will ateal from the owner 
what 'the good cows make. 

Studies by the Dairy Deportment of 
Purina Mills have developed a meas- 
urement test which provldea an easy 
way. for figuring whetlier a cow la 
above or below the money making line. 
It la partly llluatrnted In the accom- 
panying chart 

First, It la necessary to find out how 
much milk at your aclling price Is re- 
quired to pay tlie coat of the cow's 
keep for one year. 

When the amount of milk required 
to pay a cow's keep has been deter- 
mined, the average amount she must 
produce dally during each month of 
her lactation period can be calculated. 
This has been figured out In chart 
form', partially Illuatroted here, and 
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OiU *flr TEeTr iTealers tnH cusiomera. 
From this chart It la possible to tell 
quickly .whether a cow Is In tlie 
money making or the money eating 
class. 

For example, auppose tlmt It baa 
Eteeu found that It takes 0,000 pounds 
of milk to pay the yearly cost of a 
cow's keep In a given herd. That Is 
the money making line. Suppose that 
the dalljr milk production is weighed 
ond one cow la the seventh month of 
lactation • la found to be giving 20 
pounds. She Is a profit maker because 
the dally milk needed to start making 
money In her case, as fndlcated on the 
chart, would be only 18.4 pouuda. Sup- 
pose that another cow In the .same 
herd fa giving 21 pounds, but she la 
In her third month of lactation. She 
Is In the money losing class since tlie 
chart calls for a dally production In 
her case of 22.8 pounds. 

Cowa whose dally production la less 
than (S pounds per doy below the profit 
Une can usually be raised obove It by 
the 8-4-40 program of feeding. Cows 
whose production has been reduced 
by trouble ot calving time, by acci- 
dents, or which arc temporarily out of 
condition should be. given another 
chance. Heifers In their first lacta- 
tion period will usually give 20 per 
cent less tlmn at maturity and should 
be credited accortllngly. 

Farmers who wish to make an anal- 
ysis of the production of tlielr herds 
can obtain the necessary forms ond 
help from their locol Checkerboard 
feed dealer, announces the Purina Edu- 
cational Division.

Title on Calling Cards 
Calling cards should be simple, 
wlUiout ornamentation, and the en- 
graving should never bo in fancy 
XyVQ. Size, material, and stylo of on- 
graving of tho card changes with tho 
passing fafihions. A married woman 
uses her social title of Mrs. Kenneth 
J. Jones rather than her Chrlsthin 
name. Socially, a widow la Mra. 
Kenneth Jones rather than Mrs. 
Joyce Jones, contrary to most public 
opinion. 

If a woman remarries, she takes 
her second husband's name. A worn' 
an never has the right to use the hus- 
band's title of doctor, professor, etc. 
When a man bears the same given 
name as his father, both he and his 
wife add the "Jr." to the name on 
the engraved card, until tho father 
dies.

Johnson held a mortgage for $3,20^ 
on a part of thO Nowa* equipment 
Thla waa tho remaining part of an 
orlRlnal loan much larger. The 
status of this loan at tho time of the 
foreclosure waa: Interest paid In 
full for current year. On account of 
generally dopreased business condi- 
tions, and duo to tho fact that he hod 
been paid $500 more than ho had 
asked for the provloJis year, Johnson 
waived pa}'ment on a 1933 principal 
note. Thla agreement waa a verbal 
one and was made in the preeenco of 
four people. Not only did Johnson 
make this verbal agreement with tho 
mortgagor, but there waa also a 
written agreement to the effect that 
no forclosuro action could be started 
until after the mortgagor had been 
given 60 days notice of such Inten- 
tion In writing. 

Yet, believe It or not, Johnson, 
without a moment's notice, last 
Tuesdoy had his agents scUe and 
padlock tho News, and John Horan, 
a rival printer, InsUlled aa custodian. 
Dream of Profit Fade* 
Tlie mortgagoe'a action la bettor 
understood when It la known that 
the li&vB has, and always has had. 
a ready sale value of thousands of 
dollars. Johnson knows that If any- 
one does. Therefore, aa a venluro In 
shrewd financial manipulation,- John- 
son planned a quick foreclosure, In 
violation of his verbal and written 
agreement, whereby he would re- 
possess himself of the plant and busl- 
ncBs to be disposed of later at a 
proflt of thousands of dollani for him- 
self. Ho Is quoted aa declaring that 
he Intended to operate the plant In 
his own name foj a while and then 
sell U. 

Profiteering Deal Changea. 
While this set-up waa being con- 
templated and Johnaon waa speculat- 
ing upon the profits to be made by 
iho transaction, the complexion of 
the entire deal was changed last 
"Wedneaday with the entranto Into 
the picture of a gentleman from 
Iowa, a buyer who- recently had 
sought to negotiate for the purchaae 
of the Kewa. T^e lowan found the 
News plant locked and Custodian 
Horan sent tho man to A. B. John- 
son inalcad of to H. B, Gaaton, owner 
of the Neva, aa he should have done. 
Johnson mado an appointment with 
the prospective purcliaser to~ return 
to Antloch Monday of thla week. 
Hiatlng that "Goaton waa out" and It 
was ho CJohnaon) who would make 
the deal. 

lowan epllla Beana 
These facta came out Friday when 
the lowan returned to Antloch, be- 
lieving tliat tho News waa to bo 'sold' 
that day. Tlirough a aerloua 'error In 
the original notice, a aecond notice 
woa posted which poatponcd tho 
•Hale' until Saturday. Friday the 
Iowa man saw the owner of tho News 
Instead of Johnson, who did not know 
the man waa In town.
